John Morley Gives a Precise State 
nient of the Government's 
Home Eule Policy. 



Irish Members Satisfied With Their 
Interview— Stead's Impressions 
of the United States. 



(Copyright 1894, by tho United Proas.) 
London, Maroh 17. — Lord Rosobery'a de- 
finition of his attituto towards tho question 
of Irish Homo Rule, 0,9 given in his speech 
at Edinburgh to-night, certainly ought to 
sufficiently answer the representations and 
remarks mado in the House of Lords. No 
repudiation of tho meaning whioh the Un 
ionist newspapers havo succeeded in attach 
ing to Lord Rosobory's uttoranceB, has been 
deemed necessary in ministerial circles, ex 
cepting with a view of dissipating the feel- 
ing in the ranks of the Irish party, whioh 
misinterpretation and misrepresentation 
have creatod. Juatin MoCarthy, Thomas 
Soxton and Timothy Hoaly had an extended 
interviow ou the aubjeet with Mr. John 
Morloy, ohiof secretary for Ireland, on 
Thursday, and obtained from him onco moro 
a precise statement of tho Homo Rule policy 
which tho Rosebery Ministry intend to 
pursue. 

Mr. Morley informed tho IriBh deputation 
that tho policy of tho preBont Government 
in regard to Ireland was 

THE POLICY OP MR. GLADSTONE, 

which had not been altered, and would not 
be altered. Homo Rule, he added, was in 
tho forefront of tho Liberal programme, and 
thero was no intention to deviato from tho 
course whioh had long ago been marked out. 
Concerning the speech of Lord Rosebery in 
the Houso of Lords, Mr. Morley said that 
the Premier's rather unhappy phrases in tho 
Upper Houso had offered to Unionists an 
opportunity for perverse interpretation, 
but to-night's elucidation of tho Govern- 
ment^ policy and tho Premior'a views in 
Edinburgh should rostoro confidence in tho 
sincerity of the Government and its purposo 
to carry out tho Homo Rulo policy of Mr. 
Gladstone. Irish Home Rule, tho Irish 
Secretary declared, had not beon indefi- 
nitely postponed, as tho Unionists and 
Tories had alleged; even in tho event that 
the next general elections, be they far or 
near, should give tho Liberal party a ma- 
jority smaller than it has now, tho Homo 
Rule bill would bo ro introduced. The 
exact terms of 
LORD bosebeby's statement OK POLICY, 
continued Mr. Morley, wcro agreed upon be- 
tween the new Premier and Mr. Gladstone, 
who desired that all advorae criticism and 
speculation as to tho policy of tho new Lib- 
oral ministry, should be foiled by an explicit 
declaration reaffirming the principles of tho 
Liberal party under tho former leadership. 
Neither at tho cabinot meeting, whioh was 
held at tho Foreign Office on the day of tho 
reopening of Parliament, nor in tho debates 
in tho Houso of LordB, had Lord Rosebery 
had a full opportunity to make a popular 
elucidation of hia policy. Tho Liberals 
throughout tho country wanted an inapiring 
manifesto touching tho whole range of par- 
ty questions, and, with a view of enabling 
tho Premier to pronounce such a manifesto, 
tho Edinburgh mooting had boon specially 
arranged. Tho 

INTERVIEW WITH THE IRISH PARTY 

was entirely satisfactory on both Bides, and 
tho Irish members withdrew with the convic- 
tion that the current reports as to the Irish 
progrummo of tho now premior wero founded 
upon nothing more tangible than prejudice 
Tho reports circulated by tho Unionists 
that tho Government is preparing for a dis- 
solution of Parliament in July, aro 
based upon their expectation that tho 
Houso of Lords will reject tho 
registration and ovicted tenants bills, 
in which event the assumption is 
that an appeal to tho country will be pre- 
cipitated. It is hoped that the pinna of tho 
ministry will point to a dissolution in 1895, 
unless tho registration bill Bhall bo passed 
in timo to comploto tho new electoral roll 
by autumn, in which caso there may bo an 
election earlier. Tho Duke of Dovonahiro, 
the leader of the Uuiouiets, in tho House of 
Lords, huB stated that the Peors will insist 
upon a olauao implying such 

EQUALIZATION OF REPRESENTATION 

as will aboliah tho anomaly of Ireland 
having 103 representatives in tho House of 
Commons, while London, with a population 
about equal to that of Ireland, has only 02 
members. The only chance of tho Redis- 
tribution bill passing tho Houso of Lords, 
thorefore, lies in their acceptance of part of 
the provisiona of tho bill while rejecting the 
one man one voto provision, which is really 
tho essence of tho measure. Tho Govern- 
ment certainly intonds to try to prolong the 
Bession until September ; but all sides re- 
cognize tho diilicultios that besot 
tho Ministry, and aro agrocd that 
in a Bituution bo difficult) an ap- 
peal to the country may come 
even earlier than ,]uly. The changes in tho 
Irish National Committee, which took place 
at tho recent threo days' mooting in com- 
mittee room No. 15 in tho Houso of Com- 
mons, will givo the Uillonites a majority, 
but will not impair the solidity of tho 
party. Tho Healyitea havo accepted the 
deposition of Arthur O'Connor from tho 
Secretaryship in favor of William Abraham- 
son with fairly good graco, and havo been 
thrown a Bop in tho selection of Donald 
Sullivan, momber for Wostmeath, to uct aa 
joint secretary with AbrahamBon. 

W. T. STEAD, 

who has rocently returned from Chicago, 
talks copiously of his improsBions of America 
with anybody who will take tho trouble to 
interviow him for publication. Ho ia ready, 
ho says, to hia intorviowers, to talk all day. 
Ho doolarcs that his " maiden tributo " was 
tho best possible credential ho could havo 
hiid to commend him to tho mon and women 
of ull sorts and condition in Chicago. Upon 
puroly English questions, Mr. Stead said 
tho Amorieaus talk aa abruptly ob tho Eng- 
lish do in disouBBing Amo:ican poli- 
tics. Mr. St- a! says that Americans 
gonorally disliko Sir William Harcourt 
and intensely detest William Waldorf, 
Astor. Ho could not find exactly whothor 
thoy detested him ; but it was diilieulfc to 
mako them understand that Astor was of no 
account in London. The municipal boodlo 
system in America had ongenderod in Ihb 
mind a deep rooted distrust of a representa- 
tive system of government, and hia belief 
in universal Buffrago was played out, 



" Americans," he said, " recognize that tho 
English aro in the van of social progress, 
and when you tell them about tho groat 
munioipal counoil in whioh there ia not a 
single saloon-keeper or member who takes 
money for his votes, thoy look as if you wore 
describing the Kingdom of Heaven," 



SATOLLl'S RETREAT. 

Employment of Nuns ns Teachers In Pittsburg- 
Public Schools. 

PiTTsiiURO, March 17.— Monaignor Satolli 
is to go into rotreat during Holy week at St. 
Vincent's Abbey, Westmoreland county, 
near Latrobo, which belongs to tho order of 
Bonodictines. On Eaater week ho is to 
come to Pittsburg. It is denied that this 
visit has any connection with the troubles at 
tho Rivorsido publio school and tho toaohing 
of tho nuns there. It ia nevertheless pos- 
sible that his advice may bo sought in that 
matter.

New Salmon Fishery Regulations as 
Already Published to Take 
Effect May 1. 



Proposal to Open Geological Museum 
Sundays Opposed— In Honor 
of St. Patrick. 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 

Ottawa, March 17. — Tho new regulations 
governing tho salmon fishery of British 
Columbia appear in tho Canadian Gazotto 
to-day. They take effect May 1, and are in 
the terms of tho draft published in the 
Colonist ton days ago. 

Flags are flying on the Parliament build- 
ings to-day in honor of Ireland's patron 
saint. 

Tho proposition of tho director of the 
geological survey to open the museum here 
on Sunday afternoons, haB aroused the ani- 
mosity of the Sabbatarians. 



THE WELLINGTON OUTRAGE. 

Tho JlyBtcry Still Unravelled — Threo Men 
Seen Running From the Direction 
of Sharp's House. 

Nanaimo, March 17.— (Special)— Detec- 
tives are investigating tho recent dynamite 
outrage at Wellington, but havo so far ob- 
tained but little material to work on. It 
has been ascertained that threo men wero 
seen running from tho vicinity of Sharp's 
houso shortly after tho explosion, though no 
ono was able to identify them. Tho authori- 
ties consider it possible that the possibility 
of moro than ono person being implicated ir> 
tho dastardly attempt, may ultimately lead 
to one or other of them giving Queen's 
evidence in order to olear himself 
and gain tho rewards which now 
amount to $2,500—31,000 by the Govern- 
ment ; $1,000 by tho Dunsmuirs ; $500 by 
the miners employed in the colliery. Sup- 
erintendent Hussey returns to Victoria in 
the morning. 

ROSEBERY IN EDINBURGH. 



Britain's New Premier Meets With a 
Cheering Reception in the 
Heart of Midlothian. 



The Commons Can No Longer Be 
Thwarted By a Non Elective 
Chamber. 



Edinbdeoii, March 17, — Lord Rosebery 
was received in this city to-day by cheering 
crowds. Moro than 5,000 Liberate had 
gathered at tho Corn Exchange to hear him 
speak, and greeted him with thunderous ap- 
plaueo as ho entered tho hall. Tho most 
important part of the Premior'a address 
wero his explanations of tho statement mado 
by him on March 13 in tho House of Lords, 
concerning hia attitude toward Homo 
Rule. "When I spoko in tho Houso 
of LordB," he said, "I deolared with 
frankness and perspicuity my attitudo to- 
wards Homo Rule. Unfortunatoly tho in- 
terpretation which my opponents put on 
my words was not what I meant when 1 
uttered them in the House of Lords. If 
rightly interpreted, my words must havo 
carried the conviction to tho heart of Eng- 
land that what I said waa a truieni, al- 
though not at all in tho sense in which tho 
Unionists interpreted it. 

'The advocates of Homo Rulo know that 
if thoy woro to wait for tho predominating 
voto of England thoy might nover carry 
anything. Tho present Government havo 
carried tho Parish Councils bill for England 
with tho Irish voto. It is not nocessary to 
demand an English majority to carry a 
Homo Rulo bill or to beat down tho English 
voto in ordor to convince tho Eoglish peoplo 
of tho justice of Irish Homo Rule." 
(Cheers,) The situation to which ho ro- 
ferrod, Lord Rosobery continued, was a 
familiar one. Tho Houso of Lorda, for in- 
stance, might bo said to havo England at ita 
bacK, yet, in ordinary circles of the 
country just now the peoplo had 
risen ton to one againat tho Upper Houso. 

Why hia worda had beon misinterpreted 
was quito evident. A cortain party Bought 
to sow diaaonsion between tho Irish und tho 
Liberals, The organ of this party, the Lon- 
don Times, had wilfully misrepresented his 
utterancos. Lord RoBebory promised that 
Scottish and Welsh disestablishment should 
bo made Government measures. Tho Gov- 
ernment would also givo a day, hn said, 
to dobato on tho minora' oight hour 
bill, and would spare no efforts to secure its 
passage. The cabinet wore determined to 
maintain tho supremacy of the navy aa tho 
best guardian of tho peaco of Europe. Ho 
hinisolf had often pointed out the dangers 
of an hereditary ohambsr, and tho Govern- 
ment must now face tho vital danger of 
Buch a chamber, because tho Commons 
could no longer bo thwarted by tho action 
of a non-oloctivo body of Legislators.

THE FATHERLAND. 



German Conservatives Bitter — The 
Government Complacent— Effects 
of the Russian Treaty. 



New Issue of Silver—The Total Will 
Then Be Under Amount 
Allowed. 



(Copyright to tho United Proas, 1891.) 
Berlin, March 17.— Tho ratification of 
tho Russo-Germau treaty by the Reichstag 
haB loft tho Government complacent and the 
Conservatives bitter. Tho men who led tho 
opposition in the fight against tho new grain 
tariff do not aoknowledgo that they havo 
been permanently defeated, but threaten 
ultimately to bring the Chancellor to terms. 
They began balanoing accounts by amending 
several of tho minor budgetary proposals in 
nearly overy parliamentary sitting. 

The most conspicuous target of the de- 
feated groups is undoubtedly Dr. Miqual's 
soheme of financial reform. The fate ot this 
schemo is now moro uncertain than over in 
view of the foot that tho proposed tax on 
oheoks and receipts haa been condemned in 
tho parliamentary committee by a voto of 
19 to 6. It waa supposed that tho amend- 
ment might fall through like the rest of the 
soheme, and this ohanco would bo given it 
like that offered to tho wino and tobacco 
schemes. The friends of tho Government 
admit that tho action of the committeo 
augurs ill for tho whole reform. 

Of all tho Opposition tho titled Conserva- 
tive landowners sulk most persistently. 
They seem little dispoBod to give way to tho 
blandishments of the Emperor and Dr. 
Miquel and return to their traditional 
policy of backing tho Chancellor against tho 
Radicals and Sooial Democrats. Without 
tho Conservatives, however, the whole 
financial scheme must be re-cast or thrown 
over and the Imperial treasury must be 
left in ita old condition of dependence upon 
tho Federal atateB. 

The immediate effeot of the now troaty 
will bo to boom tho export trade which has 
been almost Btagnant since the beginning of 
tho tariff law last soason. Already signs of 
activity aro shown in tho industrial centres 
and ports most deeply interested in tho 
Russian market. It was expected that tho 
Bourse would benefit largely. The predic- 
tions of heavy dealings in Rueaian securi- ' 
tioB have not been realized. On the con- 
trary, thero has been a strong reaction on 
recent purchasos, as speculators believe 
that no considerable business will bo possible 
before the Reichstag obtain a decree can- 
celling tho old Bismarckian prohibition of 
advances on Russian loans. 

The battle of tho standards is likely to bo 
resumod in both tho Landtag and ReiohBtag 
immediately after tho Eister recesa. 

The text of the debate in the Reichstag 
will bo Chancellor von Caprivi's announce- 
ment that tho Government intends to make 
a now issue of 22,000,000 marks in silver. 
Herr von Kardoff and Count von Mirbaoh 
in the Roiohstag, and Dr. Arendt in the 
Landtag will lead the attaok of tho bi- 
metallists upon the Chancellor and his pro- 
posal. They will oppose the bill on tho 
grounds that tho issue should not ba made 
before the silver commission finishes its in- 
quiry, and tho silver markets show some 
signs of returning stability. Thoy say that 
under the existing laws of tho Empire such 
an issue would havo little or no effect upon 
tho silver price, and would complicate tho 
whole question. 

By the law of 1874, the amount of silver 
money in circulation was fixed at 10 marka, 
or about $2 50, per head of population. At 
present 402,000,000 marks are in circulation. 
Tho Chancellor's plun is to coin tho now 
isauo out of old thalerB, thua raiaing the 
amount in circulation 4S4,000,000, or 
more than 50 marks per head of population. 
Even then the silver money por capita will 
be below tho sum authorized by law. The 
Conservativea and Free Conservatives havo 
greatly strengthened tho bi-metallists, and 
the whole silver party in and out of Parlia- 
ment is showing unwonted power and 
activity. 

SUFFERING IN THE ICE, 

A Fishing Schooner's Experiences— Her Crew 
Almost Dead From Exposure. 

Gloucester, Mass,, March 17.— A thrill- 
ing story of peril and suffering in tho ico 
was reportod yesterday by the fishing 
achooner Beasio M. Wella. Tho halibut 
fisher Blanche of thia port aought Bhelter in 
Port au Basque, Newfoundland, on March 
11, whon a sudden chango of wind filled tho 
harbor with bergs und fiold ice. The 
schooner was driven upon tho rocks, but 
was later swept to bob with tho ico, which 
roso high above her masts and swirled about 
her, grinding, tossing and finally sweeping 
her under, fifty milos from land. The crew 
of sixteen hurriedly saved themselves by 
jumping upon a floo in the middle of tho 
night, and upon this thoy drifted for twenty 
hourB. Fortunatoly thoy had been able to 
take a littlo food und their mattresses, and 
by making bonfires of tho latter thoy saved 
themselves from freezing, but thoy wero 
nearly dead from tho exposure when 
another chaDgo in tho wind drovo them to 
tho shore.

Massllon, Ohio, March 17.— A person 
who represents himself to have been tho pri- 
vate secretary of tho late Louis Riel during 
the rebellion iu the Canadian Northwest, 
has writton to Commandor Coxoy, of tho 
Army of the Unemployed, whioh contem- 
plates marching on Washington. His name 
is Honore JackBon, of Chicago, a Bidewulk 
contractor, and he wonts to join tho army 
in the uniform of a half breed and cowboy. 
He also expreasea a desire to bo accompanied 
by an Indian and a thousand or two of Chi- 
cago's unemployed men.

REVOLUTION AND RESTITUTION. 

Manifesto Issued by the Irish National League 
of America— '•Smite English i'oes 
Hip aud Thigh!" 

New York, March iu.— William Lyman, 
treasurer of tho Irish National Leaguo of 
America, has issued a manifesto, tho open- 
ing paragraphs of whioh aro as follows : 
" Irishmen, the betrayal of Gladstone, of 
the cause of your country, and tho conse- 
quent abandonment of Homo Rule by Lord 
RoHebery, renders it neccsaary to again call 
your attention to tho proo8ing needs of tho 
hour. Traitors have brought tho Irish cause 
almost to tho vergo of ruin. Tho quealiou 
is, who can Bavo it— rhetoricians or revolu- 
tionists ?" 

After reviewing Irish history to show that 
tho party faction has brought about all that 
has boon accomplished for tho benefit of tho 
Iriah people, Mr. Lyman conoludea 
as follows: "A critical moment haa 
como. Lot those who fight for 
the principlea of Irish Nationality 
close their ranks, and smite tho English 
foes and Iriah traitors hip and thigh. Once 
again, Ireland has got to dopend on tho 
revolutionists ; tho revolutionists only can 
Bavo her. Wo must have no moro talk, wo 
must havo deeds. Ono blow struck at tho 
enomy ia worth a thousand spoeches. Ro- 
membor thia, each and ovory one of you, 
and tho end of tho strugglo must como in a 
blazo of glory. Now for revolution and 
restitution only. God aave Ireland."

TACHE'S MEMORIAL. 

Summary of the Archbishop's Representations 
on tho School Question to the 
Governor-General. 

Winnipeg, March 17.— The governments 
of Manitoba and tho Northwest recently 
passed legislation abollbhing Roman Catho- 
lic separate schools, thus virtually compell- 
ing children of Roman Catholics to attend 
tho public sohools. The Roman Catho- 
lics appealod to tho privy counoil of 
England, but that tribunal declared 
tho governments had power to pass auoh 
legislation. As a last resort, Archbishop 
Taohe to-day, aa hoad of tho Roman 
Catholic ohurch in Manitoba, forwarded a 
memorial to Lord Aberdeen praying him 
to diaallow this legislation. His Graco 
contends that at tho time tho Dominion 
waa organized, Roman Catholics wero 
promiBod that their schoola should not be 
interfered with, and ho conoludod hia 
memorial as follows : " I love mycountiy; 
I would like to soo its political institutions 
admired ; I would bo happy to feol that tho 
froedom thoy aro supposed to afford is en- 
joyed by all. But, alas ! tho ovonts of tho 
last few years o.ro not showing Canada and 
Canadians to tho best advantage. Tho Divino 
precopta havo prepared my will to Bubmit to 
tho law of tho land of my allogiance, but my 
heart ia not forbidden to bleed whon such 
lawa aro unjust and detrimental to tho in- 
teroata of ao many of Hor Mujeaty's loyal 
aubjcct8. Sincere Roman Catholics will 
oboy tho lawa oven if offensive to thoir in- 
teroata and enacted againat them, precisely 
because tbey havo Roman Catholic convic- 
tions. How cruol it is to tako advantago of 
thia spirit of submission to oppreaa them. 
May God pardon tho authorities and abet- 
tors of suoh wrong-doings and enlighten 
them that thoy may comprohond that the 
maltreatment of tho minority will, in tho 
long run, provo injurious to thia province, 
ltd adjacont territories and ovon tho whole 
Dominion I" 



AN ABSURD STORY. 

A Victoria Architect Attacked In Connection 
With the Washington Capitol Build- 
lugs Competition. 

A rather sensational special dispatch from 
Olympia to tho Soattlo Post-Intelligencer, 
last Wednesday, makes an attack on F. M. 
Rattonbury, of thia city, who was ono of 
tho architects Bending in plana in competi- 
tion for the now Washington state oapitol. 
Tho dispatch in question states that a 
gentleman iu Olympia received a letter from 
Victoria saying that a roport is current in 
British Columbia that some time ago Mr. 
Rattonbury received information " that his 
design for the Washington state capitol had 
boon given first placo, and that Mr. 
Rattonbury proceeded to Olympia to 
ascertain tho facts of tho case and 
mot tho Commission. Thoy informed him 
that his plan pleased them boat, and mot 
him with the quoation. ' Well, Mr. Rat- 
tonbury, If we give you tho first place, what 
ia thore in it for us 1 ' " On the strength of 
this the dispatoh in question proceeds to 
say that " to an Englishman ia reaerved the 
honor of having reached the very pinnaole 
of moancesa and baseness" — but whether 
his offence is supposed to bo that of having 
invonted tho story, or morely of having 
" peached," is not stated. 

Mr. Rattenbury, howover, ploids not 
guilty on each count of this indictment. On 
being shown the dispatch by a re- 
porter of the Colonist, ho said : " It 
is truo that I sent in plans for tho 
competition and took them to Olympia, but 
I havo never boon there sinco. I was never 
informed that my plans wero accepted, nor 
did I moot tho Commission. Tho whole 
story is absurd, and I am surprised that on 
what la acknowledged in tho articlo itaelf to 
bo only a rumor, I ehould have been attack- 
ed in thia manner." Mr. Rattenbury added 
that ho had Eeen in some of the Sound 
papers that thoro wero feara of boodling in 
connection with the award for tho capitol, 
and ho had been told by people on thia side 
and iu Seattlo also, that it waa little use 
sending in plans unlesa ho wero prepared to 
offer a consideration for their acceptance, 
but ho has no personal knowledge aa to 
whothor those .s'atctneuta were warranted. 
A bribo haB never been suggeated to him by 
any ono in authority in thia connection, and 
ho haa made no statement to that effect.

— : — 

Description of the Latest Additions to 
tiie Palatial Eesldeucea of 
Victoria. 



Revival of Quaint But Pretty Designs 
—A Dining Hall of Eare 
Merit. 



Several vory attraativo private residences 
are now in course of construction in Vic- 
toria and the neighborhood, and descrip- 
tions of sotno of thcso, which will no doubt 
be of general interost, were scoured by the 
Colonist at the office of the well known 
architect who has made the planB, J. Ger. 
hard Tiarks. 

The first plana shown were for tho now 
nearly completod structure situate on Head 
street, boiug built for John Brydon, man- 
ager of tho Wellington mines. Tho per- 
spective view shows a building of im- 
posing proportions in the halt-timbered 
style of tho sixteenth century, tho Tudor 
d orway with its moulded hood and quaintly 
out brackets making a very pleasing im 
presBion. Taken as u whole, tho exterior of 
the building, from its brick and stone base- 
ment to its nobby panelled timbered gables, 
with their traceried barge board, leaves little 
to be desired. The vostibule, which is laid 
in enoaustic tiles, shows an effectivo 
perspective of arohed recesses, on tho 
ono side being the cloakr oom and 
on the other a marble fitted lavatory 
PatsiDg into the groat hall up a short 
flight of steps, thero is to be leon through 
the glaes panels of tho door tho conservatory 
on tho left, the floor of which is also laid 
in encaustic tiles. From tho conservatory 
ono passes through a boudoir to the drawing 
room. The pointed arches in the early 
Eoglish stylo in these rooms aro a notablo 
feature. Directly facing tho entranco is a 
comfortably fitted smoking room. To tho 
right of the hall is the dining room with a 
c;iling pinelled with heavy cedur baams 
and a largo carved cornice. Tho Tudor 
arohed recesses for tho ingle fire-place and 
tho side-board in this room greatly add to 
its appearance. Tho connections between 
the dining room and serving department, 
pantries, oto , are all vory convenient. The 
great hall in its entirety is panelled in 
cedar. The coiling under tho first floor is 
richly panelled, with heavy moulded 
ribs. Halfway up tho broad stair- 
case is a wide arched alcove, the 
great hall being lighted through this 
recess by a fifteen light mullioned and tran- 
eo nod window glazed in tinted glass. The 
roof of the upper hull is very striking, being 
built in cjdar with heavy arched principals, 
moulded purlins and ridge and arched 
struts. Thero is a deep cornice and tho 
principals spring from cat corbols. Tho ar- 
rangement of tho rooms on tho first floor 
with tho olden-timed preEses, the tiled bath 
room and many conveniences show that no 
effort has bean spared to make the house 
rank vti'h the first of its kind. The build- 
ing is lighted throughout by electrioity and 
heated by hot wator, and modern improve- 
ments have been introduced in every 
department. The contractor for tho 
whole of tho works is Georgs McFarland. 

Dr. Hanington'a now house, to bo built 
on tho corner tf Blanchard and Kane streets, 
was the next for which the plans wero 
shown. Upon this Contractor A. J. Smith 
has just commencod work. On the massivo 
stone foundations for which John Haggerty 
has the contract will stand a building also 
in the half-timbered stylo eo suitablo to 
localities in British Columbia. Tho entranco 
to tho residence, which will bo off Blanchard 
Btreet, will bo very effectivo ; thero will bo 
a deep open Tudor porch, panelled and ceiled 
in cedar, tho steps recessing back from the 
Btreet, Tho large hull is all in panelled 
cedar, and tho ceilings both of upper and 
lower halls will be codar, the panels being 
formed with California redwood rib3. The 
drawing room, dining room and breakfast 
room are on the right or south side of the hall, 
and the dining room and breakfast room aro 
admirably planned in their connection with 
tho kitchen, pantries, otc. The cloak room, 
etc , are in tho back hall, where there is 
also a recessed staircase Thero is a pretty 
panelled nook on the south side of the hall 
in which is a window in stained glass. This 
is a feature which adds greatly to the gen- 
eral effect of tho hall, as is aho the lurgo open 
fire place constructed for tho burning of 
largo logs on tho hearth. Tho hall and 
panel stairoase are lighted by a large 
stained glass mullioned window. Every 
convenience huH been provided for in tho 
arrangement of the rooms. There is an 
attic over the whole house with the excep- 
tion of tho office department, above which 
there is no second Btory, in order that this 
part of tho building may bo kept entirely 
Iree from noise and remain undisturbed. The 
offico department, which is approached 
from Kane street, ie connected with, yet eo 
arranged as to be sepnrure from, the resi- 
dential portion. Thcr. is a surgery with a 
spacious privato office adj lining, and wait- 
ing room with a door un to Kano street. 
Those rooms will bo thoroughly well ap- 
pointed, and the ceilings will Lio panelled in 
cedar. Tho upper ligh's of tho windows 
will be glazed in tinted leaded glass. A 
wide corridor, broken by a short flight of 
stops, connects the offico department with 
tho private residence. A coDoreted base- 
ment chamber will contain the boilora for hot 
water heating, and tho house will be fitted 
with electric light and electric bells. 

Tho drawings for an addition to Mr. An- 
drea Keating's residenco at Kokailuh, which 
has just been completed, show a strikingly 
beautiful dining-room all in cedar panels, in 
which tho mantol and over mantel form a 
striking feature, but the great hall35x - J8 ft., 
with its hugo fireplace and mantel shelf nino 
feet high, founded on sketches mado by tho 
designer of the refectory at Worspring 
Priory, Somersetshire, is certainly tho only 
hull of its kind in tho Province Tho roof, 
with its heavy timbers, the windows, which 
are leaded in paneB in clour glaBS and indeed 
each and every part of this addition aro a 
faithful reproduction of ono of tho ancient 
English dining halls.

Omaha, March 17.— Tho conference bo- 
t veon tho employes and the receivers of the 
Union Paoifio has flashed in the pan, at 
leaBt temporarily, and nothing short of 
further ordora from Judge Caldwoll is likely 
bo bring them together again. Receiver 
Clark, at the preliminary meeting, furnished 
the head of oaoh organization represented 
with a statement to tho effect that tho re- 
ceivers did not recognize that any agree- 
ment with tho employes as to wages or other 
matters, in force before tho reooivership, 
was binding on tho recoivers. Further- 
morn, tho receivers had sought to put 
now sohedules into effeot as to only three 
classes of employes — engine men, trainmen 
and operators — and those were tho only 
clrssea whiah they would recognize as en- 
titled to take part in tho conference, and 
with them it must bo understood that tho 
receivers did not rocogniz9 any contract 
relations, and were only ready to diBouss 
with their propor representatives tho ques- 
tion of the fairness and justness of the pro- 
posed schedule. Thia did not meet the 
viows of the men and not ono appeared be- 
fore Clark to begin tho argument. They 
aro holding a private conference, but give 
it out that they will nover submit to the 
conditions imposed by the receivers.

ARE THEY SINCERE? 

The Opposition wish tho people to be- 
lieve that thoy desire to have tho provision 
in the election law requiring the oandidate 
to deposit two hundred dollars as a pledge 
of good faith repealed. Wo believe that 
every one of them would bo sadly disap- 
pointed if the Government were so injudici- 
ous as to oomply with tho wish he expresses. 
There is not a man of them who wants, 
when election time comes round, to bo op- 
posed by Borne chattering busybody who 
has no influenco in tho constituency, and 
who has not the remotest ohanoo of being 
elected. This man is often a lazy fellow, 
who would prefor running about the district 
canvassing for votes than attending to his 
business. Loss of time ia nothing to him, 
and the temporary importance that 
would attach to him as a candidate 
would gratify hiB vanity immensely, 
The deposit, too, acts as a chock or 
tho factious opponents of an oligiblo candi 
date. If it cost thorn nothing they would, 
in order to annoy him, bring out a candi 
date, though they know well that he had 
not tho remotest chance of being elected 
There is not a man of tho Opposition who 
would not resent having to run an election 
against a candidate brought out to worry 
him, to put him to oxpenBe, or, perhaps, for 
the mere fun of the thing. When there waa 
no deposit this sort of thing was not unfre- 
qucntly done, and constituencies were put 
to tho trouble of elections where none were 
really rfquired. The loss of time and tho 
expense attending these needless or faotioua 
elections was by no means inconsiderable 
It was to do away with those, and not to 
throw an ob3taclo in tho way of poor men, 
that tho law requiring the deposit was 
enacted. 

It must be romombered that tho poor man 
who has a chance of being elected need not 
lose a cent. If ho polls only half tho votes 
givon to tho lowest of the successful candi- 
dates, his monoy is returnod to him. It is 
well known that it is very Boldom indeed 
th at a man who has a chance of being 
elected, is provonted from running for want 
of tho two hundred dolIarB. Ho has always, 
no matter how poor ho may bo, personal 
and political frionds who aro roady to 
advance tho monoy for him. And tho re 
quirement very oftoD prevents a poor man 
losing time that ho cannot sparo in justice 
to his family, and increasing expenses that 
ho cannot afford in an election contest that 
must prove unsuccessful, or if ho, by somo 
extraordinary combination of circumstancos, 
happened to be elocted would bo the 
very worst thing that could happen him. 
Ordinarily, to ongago activoly in politics is 
tho most foolish thing that a poor man can 
do. There ia no money for him in a poli 
tical career, and its duties and cares take up 
so much of his time, his onorgies and his at 
tention, that he will bo pooror and moro 
unhappy when it closos than when it began. 
If a man possesses extraordinary ability, 
and if ho has a desire to outer public life, ho 
will not, as we have already indioated, be 
kept out of his propor Bphero for tha want 
of tho uso of two hundred dollars for a fow 
days. 

All this tho mombora of the Opposition 
know well, but in order to lead some men 
who have votes to beliovc that they are 
friendly to tho poor man, thoy profess to 



wiah to do away with a cheok whioh haa 
operated far more to the advantage of poor 
men than it has to those who are rioh. 



A STRANGE CASE OF MISTAKEN 
IDENTITY. 

Dr. Milne haa placed on the order paper 
a long list of amendments to tho School 
Act, whioh refer to what ia undoubtedly in- 
tended to apply to tho Muir case, and whioh 
wo havo every reason to believo were writ- 
ton Whs bolui by that irrepreiisible gentle- 
man. 

Auyone acquainted with the incidents in 
the Muir case, from tho first up to tho 
prosont time, would bo naturally tempted 
to enquire if Dr. Milne, M.P.P. of to-day, 
waa tho Dr. Milne, membor of tho Victoria 
School Board in 1S77. who was inatrumentol 
in dismissing tho prinoipal of that day 
and, further, if the J. N. Muir, the prinoi 
pal thus dismissed, was the same J. N. Muir 
in whose interests Dr. Milno, M.P.P.. is 
now so zealously aotivo ? 



AS IT WAS, IS, AND EVER SHALL BE 

Tho Newa-Advertiaer, In discussing the 
Government's polioy in tho mattor of tho 
Nakusp it Slocan railway bill, refers to it as 
" tho Government's confidence trick, 
and concludes a characteristic editorial 
troatment of tho same with tho following 

Thoy (readers) cannot but thenoo con 
cludo that thoy aro faco to faoo with ono of 
tho greatest political confidence triokB 
on rocord, in a Parliamentary performance 
which, in one at least of its features, tho 
bland and child-like confidence of its chief 
actor seems strangely reminiscent of tho 
famous Heathen Chinoo of tho Bret Harto 
legend 

Wo cannot hotter reply to this ptoco of 
particularly bad English than by quoting 
an opinion in rogard to the Nows-Advor 
tisor expressed by the Columbian of Now 
Wostminster, at a time when tho evening 
and tho morning Mainland Opposition con 
temporaries wero not aB one. Under the 
hoading, " Its head in the sand," it said 

John Bright, wo think it was, who Baid 
that whenever he found tho London Times 
approving his conduct, he at once folt that 
he must bo acting wrongly, and at once went 
through a rigid self-examination. Upon 
tho samo principle it may bo generally con 
ceded that, whatever tho opinion of the 
Ncws-Advortisor may be in rolation to Eng 
lieh politics, its value is about nil. Tho 
great merit of our esteemed contemporary 
is thia, that it sots out with a cut and dried 



sot of opinions, and if ovonts falsify thom, 
then, with lofty disdain it praotically Baya, 
bo much tho worse for the ovents. Facta 
are nothing to the Newi-AdvertUer. It is 
above the consideration of /act, and deal, 
only in Jiction. 

We do not know that, in tho light of 
ovents, tho Columbian is fairly entitled to 
have any higher opinion of tho Nowa-Advor- 
tlaerto day than it hadin January of 1891 when 
tho above was penned. In tho language of 
the Columbian, "facta are nothing to tho 
Newa-Advertiser. It ia above the consider 
ation of fact, and deala only in fiction." 



A DESTOTIO DEMAGOGUE. 



There ia trouble in Denver. Colorado is 
blessed with a Governor who is overflowing 
with tho milk of human kindness. He, in 
soason and out of season, loudly profoBsos to 
bo tho people's friend, and declares himself 
ready to do anything, even to wade in blood 
up to tho horses' bridles, to advance their in- 
terests. This rod-hot philanthropist, how- 
over, ia very fond of having his own way, 
and, in tho oxorcise of hispowor asGovornor, 
goes to the extreme limic of his prerogative. 

The conduct of the Denver commissioners 
ot police and fire did not please him, and ho 
undertook to remove them. The city offi- 
oiala said that he was proceeding againat 
them for political purpoae8, and questioned 
his authority to displaco them. Thoy sub- 
mitted the question in dispute between tho 
Governor and thom to the Supreme court of 
the Stato, which decided that all appoint 
ments vested with the Governor, with tho 
power of suspension or removal at any time, 
for cauao, but not for political reasons. In 
aooordanco with this decision Judge Graham, 
of tho District court, granted an injunction 
to prevent tho new members of tho board, 
appointed by tho Governor, taking their 
seats. This tho Governor looked upon 
as an infringement of his prerogative, and 
he accordingly ignored tho injunction. Tho 
officials whom tho Governor had removed 
wero quito willing to vacate their seats at 
tho board if tho question was loft to tho de- 
cision of tho courts of Iaiv, but thoy refused 
to submit to arbitrary romovol by 
tho authority of tho Govornor. 
Mr. Waito then undertook to re- 
move tho officials by force. Tho militia 
was callod out, and a body of troops 
proceeded to tho City Hall. This thoy found 
garrisoned by tho police and a number of 
doputy sheriffs, prepared to resist by forco, 
if necessary, tho removal of tho officials 

Thoro waa, as might naturally bo sup- 
posed, groat exoitemont in Donvor. When 
it was noised abroad that tho troops wore 
on thoir way to forco an entrance into tho 
birriaadod City Hall, tho oitizons flocked to 
tho scono of action. Tho atroots wero 
crowded with tho excited populace, who ap- 
poarod to bo almost to a man on tho aide of 
tho city offioiala. Naturally the officer in 
command of tho militia waa unwilling to 
proceod to oxtromitios, bo ho remained bo- 
foro tho building inactive, listoning, with 
what putionco ho oould command, to tho 
taunts and cursos of the crowd. 
Influential oitizons did their utmost 
to prevail upon tho Governor to havo tho 
difficulty aettlod in a mild and poacoful 
way, but ho wa8 for a long time ob- 
stinato. All day Thursday tho mon remained 
under arms, tho Govornor altornatoly throat, 
ening and declaring trucoa. At nino o'clook 
at night ho determined to postpone tho at- 
tack until tho noxt day. In tho mcantimo 
tho aoldiora of tho rogular army, under 
Goneral McCook, were ordorod out for 
duty, and encamped at tho Uuion depot. 

On Friday morning tho situation waa un- 
changed. The militia, by tho Governor's 



order, wero held in readiness to act at any 
moment, and the garrison in the City Hall, 
encouraged by the sympathy of the oitizena, 
were determined to contiuue to resist the 
arbitrary action of the Govornor. General 
MoCook declared that ho would cot interfere 
until it was found that tho State Militia 
oould not maintain order and protect" prop- 
erty. The Governor withdrew hia ri quest for 
the federal troops, but leading oitizons tele- 
graphed representations to Washington that, 
if those troops were sent out of the oity, 
bloodshed would onaue. Towarda ovoning 
the Governor, finding that he had arrayed 
againBt him tho beat element of tho city's 
population, began to weaken, and announced 
hia willingness to submit the questions Jn 
diapute to the Supreme Court. Thia ia 
what tho oity officials were prepared to do 
from the very firat. 

The extraordinary conduct of tho Gover- 
nor, who is a demagoguo of the most uncom 
promising kind, has cauaed many of the 
oitizens of Donver to conolude that hia mind 
ia diaordered. It is not unlikely that before 
thia a commission has been appointed to 
inquiro into his sanity. It will appoar 
atrango to Canadians that a Governor 
of a state, whother sane or insane, 
has tho power, without consulting any one, 
to call out tho militia and to bring about a 
stato of war. Thoro can bo no question that 
if tho troops had been ordered to attack tho 
city hall there would have been bloodshed. 
The oitizons would doubtless have taken tho 
besieged garrisou'a part, and thero is no 
tolling what tho ultimato conaequencea 
would have been. In the Dominion, a 
Govornor would not huvo dreamed of calling 
out tho troops oxcept with tho advice of his 
responsible advisers, and a Government 
really responsible to the people would havo 
tried every peacoful und constitutional 
means of settling tho dispute beforo thoy 
proceeded to such an extremity. Tho con- 
duct of tho Populist Govornor of Colorado, 
aa also that of tho Populiat Governor of 
KanBaa, goos to prove that domagogues, 
whon thoy aro entrusted with power, make 
tho most despotic and the most tyrannical 
of rulers.

FOR A CONSIDERATION. 



Thero ore somo politicians who loudly pro- 
fess to bo the frionda of the poor man. Thsy 
aro in theory and by profesaion tho cham- 
pions of tho monoylesa class. Thoy aro 
ready to take their part on all occasions in 
which thoir advocacy will be made known to 
tho objects of their sympathy. They are 
continually advertising themselves as the 
friends of the workingman. They proolaim 
the depth and tho ardor of their friendship 
from tho housetops, aB it wore. They blow 
their own trumpets loudly and they do their 
boat, when it doea not ooat too much, to got 
othora to blow them for them?" Not con 
tent with sounding their own praises aa the 
advocatea of tho poor man, thoy are always 
ready by sly insinuation and brood 
and loud declaration to reproach 
others for want of zeal in tho 
ciuse of the voter who ia in straitened 
circum8tanc3s. They are always ready to 
contrast tho coldness and inactivity of more 
retioent and loaa demonatrative men with 
their own ucquenohable and oatentatioui 
zeal in the oauso of thoir poorer fellotv citi- 
zona. Tho zeal and tho earneatneaa that we 
aro speaking of has, it should bo understood, 
nothing to do with tho expenditure of their 
own money. When nothing more ia wanted 
in the cauao of tho poor than wind and noiBO 
these gontlemen aro extremely liberal. But 
it ia easential that tho objeota of their aym- 
patby muat have votea. With tho poor 
man who ia not a voter— the poor man who 
wants a dollar or two and cares nothing 
about gush and guff — they have no sym- 
pathy. On him thoy look coldly, and of 
him, except for purposes of effect, thoy Bpeak 
slightingly. Tho poor voter is the object of 
their eolicitude, the poor man whose name 
is on the voters' list is the poor man that 
thoy feel called upon to look after. Tho 
vote has, of courae, nothing to 
do with their solioitudo for tho 
rights and privileges of the poor 
man who possoeaeo it, but it is a little re- 
markable that all these ardent advocates of 
tho pjor mim need votes to advance thoir 
own privato and personal interests, 

One would supposo that, whon times aro 
hard and when poor men aro in distress, for 
want of work and wageB, tho firat men they 
would apply to for help would be what wo 
may call their professional friends. Butthia ia 
not tho ca8o. When tho pinch really does 
oomo the poor man finds that those whom 
he haa been mado to believo aro hia enemies 
and oppressors aro tho men who feel 
for him moat deeply and who aro 
tho moat roady to provo tho sincerity 
of thoir sympathy by their acta. Tho men 
who, whilo tho workingman ia prosperous 
do not flatter him and try to mako him bo 
Hove that ho ia ill-used and despised, aro tho 
mon who, when ho is down on his Iuok, aro 
tho firat and tho readiest to lend him a 
helping hand.

SAILORS' REST. 

A Meeting at Temperance Hall to Discuss tuo 
Question of Forming One. 

Mayor Teague presided over a meeting 
held at Temperance holl last evening to con- 
sider tho project of tho Y.W.C.T.U. to 
establish a " Sailors' Rest " at Esquimalt. 
There were not a groat many cf the lay pub- 
lic in attendance, but the clergymen turned 
out in force to show tho interest they took 
in the Jack Tars' welfare. On tho platform 
were a numbor of ladies, including Mrs. 
Teaguo and Miss Rosina Smith, tho leading 
spirit in tbo present movement. 

Tho chairman read a constitution already 
prepared, which provides that tho "rest" 
was to bo for tho Royal Navy exclusively, 
with the exception of the part 
whero refreshments wero Borved, which 
was to bo open to tho public. Tho 
finance committeo alroady appointed were 
Mayor Teague, Messrs. Day, A. Wilaon, 
Goward, Captain Grant, Dr. McCarthy, 
R.N., Mtb. Teaguo and Miso Rosina Smith. 
Tho last namod lady followed tho chairman, 
telling of an appeul sho had already made 
in England for the work and of tho prom- 
ise of assistance from there. Right Rev. 
Bishop Cridgc, Rev. Dr. Hill, Rev. Mr. 
Cleaver and Rsv. Mr. Winchester ap- 
proved of Bomo move being made, and, in 
rcaponaa to a desire for some definite in- 
formation as to how tho project was to be 
carried out, tho ohairman explained that 
it was intended to begin in a small way 
and go ahead only as means permitted. 
Some §50Q had. already been pledged, and 
it was intended to ask the assistance of 
citizens by a regular canvass. A scheme 
would after a few months bo put forward 
by the committee. 

Right Rev. Bishop Perrin advised very 
careful steering, holding among other things 
that there must be a scheme to satisfy the 
people of Victoria that there would be a 
real Sailors' Rest, acceptable to all and 
withont any friction. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell took a somewhat simi- 
lar view, and furthermore did not believe in 
having any part of the " Rest " exclusively 
for the Navy. The mcrohant servico should 
bo included. They should also be careful 
not to raise any friction with the " Rest " 
alroady in operation in Esquimalt. 

From a long experience of the Navy, tho 
chairman held that the sailors of tho Navy 
and mercantile marine would no more mix 
than would oil and water, consequently it 
would be impossible to follow Dr. Camp- 
boll's idea. 

After a little further discussion the meet- 
ing adjourned without takiog any decisive 
aotion.

PROVINCIAL LIMITED LIABILITY 
ACT. 

To the Editor :— Seeing that a great 
many limited liability companies have 
been created in British Columbia within tho 
last few years, I beg to draw the attention 
of our legislators, at presont assembled, to 
the desirability of having tho Provincial 
Limited Liability Act amended in eevoral 
particulars, and with your permission I 
would like to make a few suggestions. In 
tho British Islands (£ do not use the name 
"Englaiid"— a namo which Englishmen try 
t^pulmoifas if England constituted the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
laud, as the namo thus used by Englishmen 
is most grating to a Scotch mind) it is com- 
pulsory that a statement of liabilities and 
assets bo hung up in a cenmicuous placo in 
each and ovory offics of a Limit- 
ed Liability Company, said statement 
to be made up twice a yoar at tho end of 
June and at tho end of December. A state- 
ment is also filed at Somerset House, if my 
memory mistakes mo not. 

In tho British Islands tho financial state- 
ments of a limited liability company are 
looked upon as public property, whereas in 
British Columbia tho people imagino 
that a firm —together with a few 
of its clerks — can transform its business 
into a limited liability company and still ro- 
tain its financial affairs aa a private concoru. 
This ia not tho light in which the limited 
liability act is rcgardod in tho British 
Islands, for thero tho rightB of a limited 
liability company's creditors aro protootod 
aawellaa tho shareholders in so far as a 
statement of liabilities and ossots, of inoomo 
and expenditure and of profit and loss, is 
published in the newspapers at the timo of 
tho annual meoting of shareholders. 

I would suggest that in British Columbia 
it bo made compulsory for all limited 
liability companies doing business in tho 
Province to hang up in their offices a con- 
donsod statement of their liabilities and 
assets, said Btatomont to bo made up twice 
a year, at tho end of June and December, 
and that they also bo required to filo a 
similar statement, together with othor 
nooossary particulars, with tho Registrar of 
Joint Stock Companies at tho registry office. 

I would further suggest that it bo made 
compulsory for every limited liability com- 
pany to have their books audited ovory 
year; also that tho word "limited" bo Bulli- 
oiont to be used at the end of tho company's 
name, inBtoad of tho words " limited lia- 
bility," which is grating to tho ear of any 
ono coming from tho old country, where 
tho word "limited" is found to bo sufficient. 

Thore aro several other points that might 
bo roferrod to, but as it is simply my 
desiro to draw attention to tho fact that the 
Provincial Limited Liability Act requires 
amendment, I loavo tho mattor in tho 
hands of our legislators.

PflOPOSED AMENDED "GAME ACT." 

To the Editor : — I heartily agreo with 
Mr. Murcln'a " gamo act " so far as it« re- 
lates to the protection of grouso, prairie 
chicken, :\ ikl duck, deer, cariboo, wapiti, 
mooEo, reindeer, mountain goat und moun- 
tain sheop before September 1. 

Tho ourprise of this act comes by reading 
lower down as follows: "Provided, also, 
that it shall bo lawful to export the skins of 
doer lawfully killed in the district of Caa- 
eiar, but suoh skins may only bo exported 
after tho shipper haa made au uflidavit bo- 
fore a justice of tho poaco that tho Baid 
ekina aro tho product of the Cassiar district." 
Now, Mr. Editor, I take issue at once upon 
tho proposition to single out any district in 
tho province to grant tho privilege for tho 
exportation of deerskins or any other pro- 
duct of tho province. 

What a monstrouB proposition ! A mer- 
chant on Government street may buy as 
many deerskins as ho likes, but may not ox- 
port them except under a heavy penalty, 
whilst his competitor on Yates streot may 
equally buy deerskins and have tho privi 
lege of oxporting them. It is not far to see 
who would have. tho aole monopoly of tho 
trade. Tho exporter could pay more ; in 
fact, tho non-exporter could not be in the 
field for this trade. I should further like to 
know by what method thoCasalartradorcould 
localise the killing of the deor in his diatriot. 
Would he insitt upon "Lo"(tho poor Indian) 
and still poorer whito hunter making a do- 
claralioti b foro a jaatico of the peace under 
oath that these sluns aro killed within tho 
privileged Capsiar district before he would 
buy them ? My frieud Mr. Martin, tho in- 
troducer i f thin act, no doubt will bo Bur 
p'iaud when I state a few days ago thoro 
»|.p*ared no item in the Victoria papers 
that o^iog to a heavy fall of anow in this 
favored diatrioo that the deor woro 
driven out oi the mountains and 
tho Indiana killed hundreds for 
tho sltina alone. Further, 1 know for a fact, 
that eouifi years ago at Comox a heavy fall 
of snow drove tho door down to tho sea 
beach and the Indiana at night with torches 
clubbed hundreds for tho akins alone. 
Surely this monopoly for tho export of deer- 
skins cannot bo bused upon tho ground of 
humanity, when tho facta are atated as above 
Tho whito man's pot, "tho Indian," and tho 
whito hunter havo mado no complaint bb to 
the acaroity of deor for food. It ia not a 
direct monopoly againat tho trade for tho 
akins alone. The law has decided over and 
over again and recognises property in pos 
session of all wild animals, and that being 
tho case, why is anyono excluded from deal 
iug with his own ub ho likes. 

I am certain that the trade is willing to 
accept an not giving full protection to all 
during tho prescribed season for the free 
and equal purchase of deerskinp, and free 
export during tho period that it is lawful 
to kill deer. I would suggest as the beBt 
remedy that after the closed season for 
killing deer and Belling tho skins that a 
period of thirty days should bo allowed to 
the dealers to export the akins, and that 
after this period make it a penalty of one 
dollar on overy skin found in the poBession 
of any dealers, including tho Indian or 
white hunter. I do not wiBh to restrict the 
killing of tho deer by tho Indians or sottlers, 
if ior the purpose of ford, but insist upon 
tho deerakin either being drc3acd or de 
atroyed during tho prescribed period. 

The present law is a farco, the deer bWds 
have been exported under the very eyea of 
tho law, and the amended act aa it Btands is 
a hardship, conferring a monopoly upon a 
certain district. I think that the fur traders 
who have succeeded in making tho province 
of British Columbia the fur market of the 
Pacific Coast are entitled to some consider 
ation before an act ia passed working 
solely in the interest of a monopoly 
In the year 1872 two smsll schooners 
started on this coos'; the sealing industry, 
which has now grown to such a magnitude 
that two of tho greatest powors havo inter 
ested themselves in ita continuation. Could 
this have been established if, by an Act of 
Parliament, tho taking of tho aeala being 
loealhed, and then allowing tho killing of 
tho seal and tho skina to bo exported only 
by -a. favored few. J. Boscowitz

A BY-LAW 

For raising tho Bum of $55,000 for lighting: 
purposes. 

Whereas, Tho present lighting syatom of 
tho City of Victoria is Insufficient, it Is oxpedl- 

it and necessary to construct and oporato 

orks for supplying tho inhabitants of the 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloo- 
' lo light, and for that purposo to raiae, by way 

! loan upon tho credit of tho Bald city, tho sum 

I $.55.000 ; 

And Whereas, It wl'l requlro tho Bum of 
2,835.38 to bo raised annually by rate for tho 
paymont of such now dobt and interest ; 

And Whereas, Tho whole ratable land and 
Improvements or roal proporty of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to- 
tho last rovlacd asscaamont roll for tho year 
1693, Is 918,511,412 j 

And Whereas, It will requlro an annual 
rato of 10-lOOof one mill in tho dollarfor paying 
such now dobt and interest ; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho crodit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobontures hereinafter montloned, from 
any person or poraona, body or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing to advanoa tho game 
as a loan, a sum of money not oxecoding in tho 
whole tho sum of 855,000 ourroncy (or f torllng 
monoy, at tho rato of 4.803 dollara to tho ono 
pound storllng), and to causo all such sums bo 
raised or rocoived to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho Bald Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho object horeinbeforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall b3 lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauao any numborof dobontures to bo mado, 
executed and isaued for such sums as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
§55,000 oithor in currency (or sterling money 
at tho rato of 4 803 dollars to tho ono pound 
sterling) aa may be required, each of the sail 
dobontures being of tho amount of $1,000 or its 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such dobenturc3 shall bo sealed with tho 
eoal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Soc. 3. Tho said dobonturCB shall boar dato 
tho 1st day of May, 1834, and ahall bo made 
payablo In fifty years from tho aaid dato at 
Buch placo eitlior in Great Britain, tho United 
States of Amorica, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho paymont of 
intoreat, and tho signatures to the Interest 
coupons may bo oither writton, Btamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. i. Tho said debentures shall boar inter- 
est at tho rate of 1} per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thoreof, which interest shall bo pay- 
able half-yearly at Buch place, oithor in Great 
Britain, tho United States of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo expressed in 
tho debentures and coupons. 

Sec 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho said debentures and the intorcst 
coupons, cither or both, to bo made payablo at 
such plaop, eithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Soc. C. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain apecifle sum ior tho paymont of tho in- 
terest on tho Slid dobontures during their cur- 
rency, thoro shall ba raided annually tho sum 
of §2,475, and for tho purposo of raising 
annually a certain specific sum for tho pay- 
mont of tho dobt nt maturity, thero shall bo 
raised annually tho sum of §300.33. 

Soo. 7. For tho purpose of paymont of tho 
Bald sums In tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall bo raised and levied in 
each year a rato of 1G-100 of ono mill In tho 
dollar on all tho ratable land or Improve- 
ments or real property In tho municipality of 
tho said corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuanco of tho Bald debentures 
or any of them. 

Soc. 8. That it shall bo lawful for tho eaid 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chnso any of tho said debentures, and such 
dobontures shall bo so exprosaod as to entitle 
tho Bald Council to redeem nnd purchaao tho 
same on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest due thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chaao, lo tho holde- or holdors thereof, at any 
timo aftor twenty-five years from tho dato of 
laauanco of the aaid debentures. 

Sec. 9. ThiB by-law shall, before tho final 
paBsago thereof, rocolve the assent ot tho 
electors of tho said Corporation in tho manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Ac*, ISM, and 
amendmonta thereto, and shall tako elTcct on 
tho lBt day of May, 1891. 

Soc. 10. This By-Law may ho cited for all 
purposes as the " Electric Lighting By-Law, 
1891."

The roads aro in a sad plight at prooent 
for sleighing, and in a week whooling will 
be general. 

Snow on tho ranges has almost entirely 
disappeared. 

KELOWNA. 

Tho town is gradually improving and en 
larging, the hammer of tho carpenter iB 
again heard as now buildings aro beirg 
erected — whether Cupid haB anything to do 
with it time will show.

VEKNON.

L. Christien will Bhorily Btart out with a 
gang to make some necessary repairs on tho 
road to Okanagan lake. 

It is evident from the difficulty exper- 
ienced in loading cattle at the C. P. P.. cor- 
ralls, that better accommodation is badly 
needed. 

K. N. Taylor intends shortly to make a 
two months trip to England. 

Enquiries have been roceived by parties 
in town aa to the prospects for tho estab- 
lishment of a cottage hospital by two trained 
lady nurses now in Vancouver. A favorable 
reply has been sent. 

Feeding cattle ia praotically over for this 
season, and nearly all tho stockraisors have 
turned their cattle loose on the ranges. Al- 
though the winter has been extremoly mild 
the snow has lain longer than is usually tho 
case, and as a result a considerable amount 
of feed has been consumed. No losses have 
been reported, and the stock generally aro 
in fine condition. 

A Johnson has been awarded the contract 
for carrying tho mail between Ponticton 
and Oro, Wash. Commencing with the 
Aberdeen's regulur trip yesterday, the 
scu'hern mails will leave three times a week. 

Mangott & McEichran, proprietors of tho 
Morning Star mino at Fairview, oame in on 
Tuesday's boat. Mr. Mangott carried a 
large pair of leather saddle bags, ono aide of 
which contained a gold brick, said to be 
worth §3,000. Tho fortunato owners of this 
property have bought up several of tho same 
sort during tho past few months. They 
state that mining operations continue brisk 
in the camp, and the " Stem-winder " claim 
is now taking oro to the mill. 



HENRY CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

Confidence and Business Improved Hluco the 
Begliilnjr of the Year— More Favor- 
able Prospects. 

In their circular dated New York, March 
10, Henry Clews & Co. say : 

We aro now in the beginning of the third 
month of tho year, for which I have ventur- 
ed to predict an improvement in business, a 
distinct relief from the effects of last year's 
panic, and a return of confidence on tho 
Stock Exchange. To close watchers, that 
process has been in various ways observable 
since the opening of thoyoar; but not until 
now has the change reached a point of de- 
velopment at which all recognize it. In 
trade at large, the improvement has now be- 
come a commonly admitted fact. In many 
branches the demand for goods is plainly 
ahead of tho supply. The reduction of stocks, 
caused by tho interruption of manufacturing 
and the extraordinary falling off in imports, 
begins to show its effect upon prices; and 
that proves an important atimulua to buying 
and to confidence. Under these conditions, 
und in viow of tho near approach to the 
final determination of tho new tariff duties, 
business has gained a much more stable 
basis of confidence, and tho country may be 
regarded us being fairly on the way towards 
u steady return to a normal condition. 

The fact that tho first two months of tho 
year show a markod rovival in the foreign 
commerce of England aB well as in her in- 
ternal trade, affords a roasonablo indication 
that the rocuperativo tondoncy is becoming 
international; which is an important back- 
ing to the improving drift of affairs in this 
country. Taking tho whole group of com- 
mercial symptoms, aa they now present 
themselves, it may bo considered safe to 
expect trom this time forward a continuous 
return towards healthier conditions. In tho 
commercial exchanges, tho exceptionally 
low prices aro beginning to suggest the 
probability of a speculative movement, es- 
pecially in our loading articles of export. 
This iB oncouragod, too, by the moro pacifio 
aspect of European politics. Tho conclu- 
sion of a treaty of commerco botween Gor- 
many and Russia is regarded aa going far 
towards a reconciliation betweon those two 
nations ; which mouna a large stop towards 
relieving tho continent of tho violont mili- 
tary strain that has aillictod 200,000,000 of 
population for aomo yeara past, and is at 
tho same time calculated to rovivo tho now 
suppressed spirit of foroign commercial en- 
terprise. 

Wall Strcot can hardly bo said to havo 
yet distinctly formulated theso various 
encouraging symptoms ; but it receives a 
general impression that tho sky is brighten- 
ing all around und promising bettor sailing 
prospocto. Tho main local symptoms of tho 
week havo boon tho sudden development of 
increased activity in tho industrial Btocks, 
especially in Sugar. Tho foaturo that has 
moat impressed operators is tho increasing 
disposition to tako largo vontures, and the 
quick response shown in tho general list to 
tho rovival of interest in the industrial 
group. This is regarded as implying that 
tho men und tho mcana stand roady for a 
rovival of operations in tho ovout of any 
woll-organized movemonb being under- 



taken. There are thoBe who have 
acoummulated very largo amounts of 
stooks pending and following the panio; 
and they may bo assumed to be waiting for 
an opportunity to realize profits on their 
holdings. It is only a question as to whon 
chey may regard the opportunity as suffi- 
ciently ripe for aotion. They would like to 
see some improvement in the earnirgi of the 
railroads ; and that may bo expeotod as an 
early effeot of the resumption of industrial 
operations and the export of produoe at its 
ourrenb extreme depression of pricoa. They 
look also to the conoluaion of tariff legisla- 
tion as removing tho great aourco of obstruc- 
tion to homo enterprise, and may be ex- 
pected to regard that as tho best time for 
testing the disposition of tho market. 

The completion of tho reconstruction of 
Bome of tho groat railroad properties now 
in tho hands of receivers, will also be a 
matter of much " bull " significance. Tho 
consummation of theBO variouB matters will 
be the more influential booauso they will bo 
almost Bimultaneous ; and then will como 
the occasion for a groat campaign on tho 
Stock Exchange. This is in clear viow as a 
coming ovont, and tho prospect begins to 
excite interest and to strengthen an alroady 
generally strong market. It is calculated 
to oncourago buying, and it is a question 
whether antioipatory purchases may nob 
hasten the oulmination of a movement 
which largo holderB might profer to see at a 
stago when conditions aro riper. 

The reception given by tho Senato to tho 
Bland Seigniorage bill has had a depressing 
olTcct in Wall street generally, and has dia- 
tinotly checked tho buoyancy arising from 
tho abovo-mentioned oauBea. But lor tho 
general fooling of assuranco that the Presi- 
dent will veto tho bill, tho Senate's action 
would havo had a far moro serious effeot ; 
but still it is felt to be a thing seriously bear- 
ing upon the goneral credit of tho country 
that both houaea of Congreas Bhould bo 
found capablo of recommitting tho country 
to a revival of tho pro-silver policy that haa 
beon supposed to havo becu finally aban- 
doned in tho passage of tho Ropeal aot. It 
Is a matter of no small importance that wo 
havo no other protection aguinst Blandism 
than tho acoident of having u President who 
favors Bound money. 

Tho oxport of gold continues on a light 
scalo ; it is a movement alwayB incidont to 
this soason ; tho only thing exceptional 
about it being that tho outflow is much Iobb 
than is usual in tho early montha. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Lower Prices Resulted From Deslro to Take 
Prollts-Sllglit Recovery Towards 
the Close. 

New York, March 17 — Profit-taking was 
the order of the day at tho stock exchango, 
and naturally, in tho absenco of any marked 
demand, lower prices rosulted. At tho 
start the market had ovory sign of genuine 
" bull " apooulation, and an advanco of J to 
2 per cent, was recorded. Cotton Oil and 
Sugar, preferred, led tho rise. There was a 
good inquiry for North American and 
Northorn Pacifio, common, and theso stocks 
were unusually active A broak in Chicago 
Gas, however, changod tho temper of desire 
to sell. Tho traders wore actively engaged 
in depressing Chicago Gbb and Whiakoy, 
and, to facilitate their operations, roports 
were circulated that the Seignorago bill 
would be placed on tho statute book, and 
that the exports to Europe next week of 
gold would bo on a large Bcalo. Under the 
preBSuro of salea, prices declined 4. to lg per 
cent., and tho markot left off steady. Tho 
sales for tho day were 97,597 shares.

Respecting the Management and Expend! 
ture of the Revenue and Money be- 
longing to the Corporation : 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Vlotoria onacts aa follows : 

Seo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Troasuror to 
pay from tlmo to time tho amounta which bo 
como necessary for tho services montloned in 
tho Statement lottored A in tho schedule hero- 
to annexed. 

Boo. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho Troasuror to 
pay from tlmo to tlmo Buch sums of money aa 
are named as being payablo to tho roproacnta- 
tlvos of tho Corporation mentioned In tho 
Statomont lottorod B in tho achedulo hereto 
annoxed : Provided that tho sums in each oaso 
ao paid during tho year do not excoed In tho 
aggrogato tho total au m of monoy authorized 
by eub-aeetion GO of 30ctlon 101 of tho " Munici- 
pal Act, 1832," and by By-law No. 170 1889, 52, or 
sub section 07 of section 101 of tho aamo Act. as 
amonded by section 19 of tho " Municipal Act 
Amendment Act, 1893," nnd by By-law No.

Sec. 1 It shall bo lawful to pay such sums

It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay Euoh sums of monoy for tho Berticcs namod 
In Votes 51 and 51, St itcment lottorod G, as 
tho Major may direct : Provided always, that 
tho sums paid aro not in tho aggrogato in ex- 
cess of tho sum hereby appropriated by tho 
Council for tho service, and that tho Auditor 
has marked his initials against tho total 
amount of tho vouchor to certify to tho aamo. 

See. 7. All rcqulait'ons for authority from tho 
Council to incur a pecuniary liability, or to 
mako an application for or a payment of 
monoy, or for tho issuance of a warrant to 
authorize tho payment of a sum of money, arc 
first to rcceivo an endorsement from tho 
Audiior that the funds aro or will boon hand, 
and aro unappropriated, and aro available to 
meet tho proposed cxpondituro out of tho 
municipal revenue for tho then current year, 
or out of money obtained under authority of 
Bub-acction 131 of section 101 of tho "Municipal 
Act, 1)592," or out of monoy oulaiuod by tho 
issuo of debentures for tho purpose applied for, 
and aro to recoivo tho recommendation of tho 
Mnj or, end nro to havo t ho approval of at loiiBt 
two of themombers of tho Stunding Committee 
on Finance by their endorsement thereon, bo- 
fore being considered by tho Council. 

All chocks drawn on a bank for payment of 
funds belonging to tho Corporation aro to bo 
signed by tho Treasurer and by tho Auditor, 
and countersigned by tho Mayor of tho City, 
beforo payment. 

Sec. 8. All payments mndo out of tho munici- 
pal rovonuo for tho current year, or out of 
moneys obtained under authority of tho "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1891," aro horoby con- 
firmed. 

Seo. 9. Tho officer Btylcd tho Auditor, or l.ho

Was a Deadly 
Reality.

Ho Tasted Fire for a Living- — His 
Sad Death Hero Yes- 
terday. 



By this morning's Kingston for tho city 
of Seattle there is conveyed all that ia 
earthly of Frank Wardoll, moro popularly 
known as the " fire fiend." Few people on 
this continent havo not either soen or heard 
of the fearful feata porformod by the man 
who for some time past haa been lying in 
Victoria waiting and wishing for death to 
relieve him of his aufferinga, It waa yeator- 
day morning that Mrs. Wardell found that 
death had came to relievo her of tho long 
and patient watch sho had held by the bed- 
side of her suffering husband. 

Frank Wardell, or, to call him by bia 
real name, Huff, was a Canadian by birth, 
having been born in Belleville, Ont. , some 
forty years ago. Ho took to the show busi- 
ness at an early ago, about 10, and consider- 
ing his " line" it is a wonder ho has lastod 
half tho timo. His moat wonderful per- 
formance was tho pouring of molten lead 
into his mouth, biting bars of rod hot iron, 
and holding tho pieces in his mouth. This 
was done, not by any partioular trick, or 
sleight of hand, but by shoer force 
of physical endurance and will 
power. His method was to have 
tho mouth as full of saliva as possible 
when the lead or iron was ready, and trust 
to his strength to bear out till tho iron 
cooled. This in tho courso of timo killed 
tho sensibilities, and at tho samo timo in- 
duced consumption, which, when it did be- 
gin to work, quickly brought on tho end. 
In his capacity as a "tiro fiend," ho trav- 
elled with various oircua companies 
covering the Dominion, the States and 
South America. It waa his custom 
to oppear in a fiendish Mephiato cos- 
tume with groat wings, which ho kept 
working during his lead swallowing feata, 
ond which tended to give him a weird and 
awful appearance. 

Another accomplishment waa his peculiar 
power over animals, particularly horses and 
doge, with which he waa capable of doing 
almost anything. A collection of admirab'y 
truined dogs are loft, but it is not yet 
known what disposition will be male of 
them. 

Ho performed in Victoria for some weeka 
at the Delmonico, but succumbed to his 
wasting disease during his engagement. 
Tho proprietors snmo timo ago gavo him a 
benefit,- which realised an amount of money 
that waa vory acceptable at tho lime. 
Wardell waa married, his wife, whom ho 
mot in Ohio eomo eight years ago, going 
iiui** 1 ' the stage name of "Lillio Cleveland."
